One of my most valuable reference books if one from 
Keithley Instruments Inc. called "Low Level Measurements". 
A paperback the size of "The Joy of QRP" but not quite as 
many pages. I haven't gotten all the gems out of it. Let 
me give you one example. I will check to see if the book 
is still in print and/or available. 


There is a chart of resistance of materials showing the 
relative merit and range of resistance of materials use 
as insulation in electronics. 


Phenolic - 10x**7 to 10**11 ohms 
Paper - 10**7 to 10**12 ohms 
Epoxy Board- 10**9 to 10**13 ohms 
Ceramics - 10*x10 to 10**15 ohms 


Also showing PVC at the lowend 


Teflon - 10%**12 to 10**17 ohms 
Polystyrene - 10**11 to 10**18 ohms 
Sapphire - 10**15 to 10**18 ohms 


One of the reasons why polystyrene is a preferred material 
in caps. Not to mention temperature coefficients of 
materials also. My concern when someone mentioned on the 
group (unconfirmed that I know of) that polystyrene caps 
may be or were going away, i.e. being discontinued by one 
or more manufacturers. 


Also the book goes into the five properties of an insulating 
material: 


Volume Resistivity: leakage of current directly through the 
material. 


Surface Resistivity: leakage across the surface, a function 
primarily of surface contaminants. 


Water Absorption: leakage dependent on the amount of water 
that has been absorbed by the insulator. 


Pizoelectric or stored charge effects: the creation of charge 
unbalances due to mechanical stress. 


Triboelectric effects: the creation of charge unbalance due to 
frictional effects when materials rub against each other. 


Dielectric absorption: the tendency of an insulator to store/ 
release charge over long periods of time. 


Yep, books are still the main source of gems. We are a long 
way from having everything on the internet and even further 
away from ever seeing everything.

Daniel you wrote a message querying how to build a VLF/LF Receiver. 


Well there are lots of ways. How you do it really depends on what you 
want to do with the received signals. Yeah, I know, big duh! 


If you are merely snooping around to see what's there, the easiest way 
to proceed is to build a converter and use an exisitng receiver. You 
doubtless already have a decent superhet for your qrp ventures. So you 
need only convert the LF spectrum up to HF to take advantage of your 
existing receiver's selectivity, calibrated tuning dial and maybe even 
noise blanker since LF is notoriously noisy. 


I've been pleased using a diode ring mixer, though finding one that tunes 
down to 10 kHz may be a challenge. You *could* roll your own with 

hi mu toroids and some hot carrier diodes. I xhavex used NE602's but 

have had problems with xbirdiesx caused by mixing of AM broadcast stations 
and various other signals that overloaded the chip. A good DBM helps 

avoid this problem. Front end selectivity should be gotten from a multipole 
LC low pass filter with a cutoff well below 550 kHz for obvious reasons. 


Most of the signals in this part of the spectrum are FSK (actually MSK) these 
days. There used to be some military CW down there, but with communications 
automation, there is little here in the US. And even if you can demodulate 
the FSK, it is likey encrypted. 


Several exceptions that I know of are the US (and Russian) navigation stations 
in the area of 10-13 kHz which consist of carriers keyed in a time sequence 
pattern, Loran C at 100 kHz which is a pattern of pulses (sounds almost like 
someone running a stick along a picket fence) and the time stations whose 
modulation has been described by several folks. 


And in Europe, there are (or were) some conventional AM broadcast stations 
in that part of the spectrum. I really have no idea what you will discover in 
your unique location! 


For reception of the time signals (which may be difficult in Singapore - 
shucks it's tough here in the Eastern US!), a synchronous phase locked loop 
demosulator receiver is probably the best bet. And it should have very 
tight loops for noise rejection. And, of course a WIDE dyanamic range. 


As for antennas, the ferrite loopstick may not be the best overall choice. 

It has a very small electrical height (to oversimplify, an antenna with an 
electrical height of one meter immersed in a field of 1 volt per meter will 
have a termina voltage of 1 volt. for reference, I worked on an LF 
communications system with signal strengths on the order of 100 microvolts 
per meter and our four foot loop receive antennas had an electrical height of 
16 mm! Any more and the SNR would not improve.) And furthermore, the loop 
should be tuned for best receiver performance, which is awkward at LF. A 
large tuned or amplified loop can be much more effective. 


If you can get your antenna in the clear away from electrical power lines, 
TV sets and those awful noise-generating pcs and digital circuits, an 
amplified whip antenna can be used to advantage. 

There have been some excellent articles in electronics hobbyist magazines 
back 15-20 years ago by Don Stoner and Ralph Burhans about LF reception. 
These days I suppose there is probably a DSP implementation that runs rings 
around them. :-) 


Well I've run on enough for now, I can give you more specifics if you are 
interested.

strikes. The timecode was exactly as specified in the NIST publication that 
describes the WWV signals and hourly information sequence. We were 
attempting to do carrier recovery--which is a real nasty thing to do with 
noise spikes caused by lightning in the signal.

Here's an idea. And before I start, yes I know time signals are available 
via the Internet. 


As a prototype experiment, we could write software in basic that can decode 
and display 24 hour GMT time on the computer. Time signals could be decoded 
by the computer using a soundblaster card or the serial port with a hamcom 
type interface. A simple receiver could be built to supply the audio. 


Now this in itself would be a fun piece of software and when debugged could 
be compiled to DOS, windows, UNIX, Mac and even commordore 64! That's the 
nice thing about basic. This is not a fast application. The other nice 
thing is that most microcomputer chips have a basic type programming 
language too, so writing the software for a dedicated unit as described 
earlier by K5FO would be easy to do. 


Let's get the receiver part built so we can give it a try. Ideas?

Hi Brian, 

Thanks for your reply. I think you might be on to the solution, but not 
necessarily based on a difference in test frequencies. I knew that the 
IIb and the RF-1 would measure at different freqs. The lowest I could 
go was 1.1 MHz on the RF-1. At that freq, a sample disk ceramic 
measured at about 1778 pF after accounting for stray C. On the IIb it 
read 1930 (at a test freq of about .75 MHz). This is still an 8% 
difference, for test freqs that are relatively close. Note that these 
freqs are well below the self-resonance point of the cap. However, if I 
do subtract out the effect of the inductance of the (short) leads to the 
cap and the stray inductance of the RF-1, the results just get slightly 
worse, not better. 


For example, in the case above with a test freq of 1.1 MHz, if we assume 
about .03 uH in the cap leads and another .02 uH in the RF-1, at 1.1 MHz 
that gives us a positive reactance of about .35 ohms. This would mean 
that our test cap would appear to be slightly larger than it really is 
(although still nowhere close to looking like an inductor). But that 
makes matters worse, because the RF-1 always shows a pF value (when 
measuring disk ceramics) that is smaller than that given by the IIb in 
the first place, so any "correction" that makes it even smaller just 
increases the difference. 


On the other hand, I just measured a 3 foot open stub of RG-58. Reads 
92 pF on the IIb (pretty close to the nominal 28.5 pF/ft). On the RF-1, 
at 11.35 MHz, reads 150 ohms reactance which converts to 93.5 pF. So in 
that case the pF values are essentially equal even though the test freqs 
were widely separated. 


This leads me to believe that the "error" is caused mostly by measuring 
inexpensive disk ceramics. (Don't have any silver micas in my junk box 
at the moment to play with.) Does that make sense to you? Chapter 10 
of the ARRL Handbook (Real World Components) says that the dielectric 
constant of ceramics will vary with (among other things) applied voltage 
and operating frequency. Is it reasonable that I could get such a 
difference (1778 pF vs 1930 pF) with the freq only changing from 1.1 MHz 
to ~.75 MHz? (Not sure about the power levels/voltages used in each 
device. Obviously "low", but I don't have any numbers.)
